Britain and Spain. 


T, ft. I agreed and Concluded, That 
;-— THY HD from this day forward there ſhall be 
(ISL . between the two Crowns of Great Brie 
tas and Spain, a General, Good, Sincere, 

True, Firm and Perfect Amity, Confedee 
ration and Peace, which ſhall endure for 
ever, and be obſerved inviolably, as well 

by Land, as by Sea and Freſh-waters; and alſo between the 
Lands, Countries, Kingdoms, Dominions and Territories, be- 
longing unto , or under the obedience of either of them; And 


that their Subjects, People and Inhabitants reſpeRively , of 


what condition, degree or quality ſoever, from henceforth reci- 
procally , ſhall help, aſſiſt, and ſhew to one another all manner 
of Love, good Offices, and Friendſhip. 

II. That neither of the ſaid Kings, nor their reſpeQive 
People, Subjects or Inhabitants within their Dominions, upon 
any pretence , may in publick or ſecret, do, or procure ta be 
done, any thing againſt the other, in any place, by Sex or by Land, 
nor in the Ports or Rivers of the one or the other, but ſhall 
treat one another with all Love and Friendſhip, ; and may by 
Water and by Land, freely and ſecurely paſs into the Confines, 
Countries, Lands, Kingdems, Iſlands, Dominions, Cities, Towns, 
Villages, wall d or without wall, fortified or unfortified, their 
Havens and Ports (where hitherto Trade and Commerce hath 
been accuſtomed ) and there trade, buy 8nd ſell, as well of and 
to the Inhabitants of the reſpective Places, is thoſe of their own 
Nation, or any other Nation that ſhall be or come there. 
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III. That the ſaid Kings of Great Britain and Spain, ſhall. 


take care that their tefpective People and Subjects from Hence» 
forward do abſtain from all Force, Violence or Wrong ; and if 
any injury (hall be done by either of the ſaid Kings, or by the 
People or Subjects of either of them, to the People or Subject 
of the other, againſt the Articles of this Alliance, or againſt com- 
mon Right, there ſhall not therefore be given Letters of Re- 
priſal, Marque, or Counter - marque by any of the Confederates, 
until ſuch time as Juſtice is ſought and followed in the ordinar x 
courſe of Li): But if Juſtice be denied or delayed, then the 
King, whoſe People or Inhabitants have received harm, ſhall ak 
it of the other, by whom ( as is ſaid ) the Juſtice ſhall havs 
been denied or delayed, or of the Commiſſioners that ſhall be 
by the one King or the other appointed to receive and hear. 
ſuch Demands, to the end that all ſuch differences may be com- 
pounded in friendſhip, or according to Law. But if there 
ſhould yet be a delay, or Juſtice ſhould not be done, nor ſatiſ- 
faction given within ſix months after having the ſame ſo de- 
manded, then may be given Letters of Reptiſal, Marque ot 
Counter-marque, NW 
IV. That between the King of Great Britain and the King 
of Spain, and their reſpeRive People, Subjects and Inhabirants, Þ 
as'well upon Sea as upon Land and Freſh-water, in all and every 
their Kingdoms, Lands, Countries, Dominions, Confines, Terri 
tories, Provinces, Iſlands, Plantations, Cities, Villages, Towns, 
Ports, Rivers, Creeks , Bayes, Streights and Currents, where 
hitherto Trade and Commerce hath been accuſtomed, there ſhall 
be free Trade and Commerce, in ſuch way and mantier, that with- 
out ſafe- Conduct, and without general or particular Licence, 
the People and Subjects of each other may freely, as well by 
Land as by Sea and Freſh- water, Navigate and go into their fad 
Countries, Kingdoms, Dominions , and all the Cities, Ports, 
Currents, Bayes, Diſtricts, and other places thereof, and mij 
enter into any Port with their Ships laden or empty, Carriage 
or Carriages wherein to bring their Merchandiſe , and there buy 
and (ell what and how much they pleaſe, and alſo at juſt and rei- 
ſonable rates, provide themſelves with proviſions and other be- 
ceſſary things ſor their ſubſiſtence and voyage; and alſo mi 
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repair their Ships and Carriages, and from thence again freely 
depart with their Ships, Carriages , Goods, Merchandiſe and 
Eſtate, and return to their own Countries, or to ſuch other Place 
as they ſnall think fir, without any Moleſtation or Impediment, 
ſo that they pay the Duties and Cuſtoms which ſhall be due, and 
ſaving to either ſide the Laws and Ordinances of their Country. 
v. Item, It is likewiſe agreed, That for the Merchandiſes, 
which the Subjects of the King of Great Britain ſhall buy in 
Spain, or other the Kingdoms or Dominions of the King of 
Spain, and ſhall carry in their own Ships, or in Ships hired or 
lent unto them, no new Cuſtoms, Toll, Tenths, Subſidies , or 
other Rights or Duties whatſoever ſhall be taken or encreaſed, 
other then thoſe which in the like caſe the Natives themſelves, 
and all other ſtrangers are. obliged to pay; and the Subjects 
aforeſaid buying, ſelling and contracting for their Merchandiſes, 
as well in reſpect of the Prices, as of all Duties to be paid, ſhall 
enjoy the ſame priviledges which are allowed to the natural 
Subjects of Spain; and may buy, and lade their Ships with ſuch 
Goods and Merchandiſes ; which ſaid Ships being laden, and 
Cuſtoms paid for the Goods , ſhall not be detained in Port upon 
any pretence whatſoever ; nor ſhall the Laders, Merchants, or 
Factors who bought and loaded the Goods aforeſaid be 
queſtioned after the departure of the ſaid Ships, for apy matter or 
thing whatſoever concerning the ſame. . 
VI. And to the end that the Officers and Miniſters of all Ci- 
ties, Towns and Villages belonging to either, may neither de- 
mand nor take from the reſpective Merchants and people, great- 
er Taxes, Duties, Stipends, Recompences, Gifts, or any other 
charges, then what ought to be taken by vertus of this Treaty; 
and that the ſaid Merchants and People may know and under- 
ſtand with certainty what is ordained in all things rouchiog this ; 
It is agreed and concluded, That Tables and Litts hall be put up 
at the Doors of the Cuſtom» houſes and Regiſtries of all the Ci- 
ties, Villages and Towns of, or appertaining to one or the other 
King where ſuch Rights and Exciſes or Cuſtoms ate uſually 
paid; in which, how much, and of what quality ſuch Righte, 
Cuſtoms, Subſidies and Payments, either to the Kings or any the 
aforeſaid Officers are allowed, ſhall be put down in writinę, de- 
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clariog aſwell the ſpecies of what is imported, as what is carried. |

kind of Merchandiſe, Cloaths, ManufaRures , and thingy of the) 
Kingdom of Great Britain, and the ManufaQuures , Goods, 
Fruits, and kinds of the Iſlands, Towns and Plantations to him 
appertaining, and What ſhall have been bought by Engliſh 
Factors on this fide, or farther on the other {ide of the Cape of 
Buena Eſperanca , without being inforced to-declare to whom, 
or for what price they ſell their ſaid Merchandiſe and Proviſiony, : 
or being moleſted for the errors of the Maſters of the Ships, or 


others, in the entry of the Goods; and at their pleaſure to return 


again out of the Dominiens of the King of Spain, wich all, or 
any Goods, Eſtates and Merchandiſe, tu any of the Territories, 


Iſlands, Dominions and Countries of the King of England, or 


to any other Place, paying the Rights and Tributes mentioned in 
the antecedent Chapters; and the reſt of all their lading which 
is not brought to Land, they may detain, keep and carry away in 
their ſaid Ship or Ships, Veſſel or Veſſels again, without paying. 
any Right or Impoſition whatſoever, for it, as if therewith they 
had never been within any Bay or Port of the Catholique King. 
And all the Goods, Eſtates, Merchandiſe, Ships or other "um 
wit 
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with any things introduced rats the Dominions or Places of the 
Crown of GreatBritain a ptixes, and judged for ſuch in the ſaid 
 Dominions andPlaces,ſhall be taken forGoods and Merthandiſe of 
Great Britain,comprehended ſo by the intention of this Article. 
VIII. That the Subjects and Vaſſals of the Moſt Serene 
King of Great Britain may bring and carry to all and fiogular 
the Dominions of the King of Spain, any Fruits and Commodi- 
ties of the Eft Indies, it appearing by teſtimony of the Depu» 
ties of the Eaſt. Indy Company in London, that they are of, or 
have come from the Eng1l;ſb Conqueſts, Plantations or Fuctories, 
with like priviledpe , and according to what is allowed to the 
Subjects of che United Provintes, by the Royal Cranlas of Cone 
trauaado braring date the 27. of June, and the 3. of ay 1663+ 
and pub iſhed os the 30. of Ju, and 4 of iy the fame year. 
And for what may concern both the Indies, and any other Parts 
whatſoever, the Crown of Spais doth ptant to the King of 
Great Brita and his Subjects, all that is granted to the Unned 
States of the Lo Couotreys aud their Subjects, in their Treaty 
of Munſter 1648. Point for Poirits in as ful gad ample manner ab 
if the ſame were herein particularly inſerred, the fame Rules be- 
ing to be obſerved whereanto the Subjects of the ſaid United 
States are odliged, and mutual Offices of Friendſhip to be pet- 
formed from one (ide to the other. 
IX. That the Subjects of the King of Grear Britain, trading, 
boyiog and ſelling in any ef he e e „Ooveraments, 
Iſlaads, Ports er Territories of the ſaid King of Spain ſhall have, 
uſe, and enjoy all the Priviledges and Immunit ier, which t he 
ſaid King hath granted and confirmed to the Eugliſh Merchant 
that reſide in Andaluxla, by bis Royal Cedular or Orders,. 
dated the 19. day of arab, the 26. day of June , and the 9 
day of November 1645. His Catholique Majeſty by theſe pre- 
ſents reconfirming the fame asi part of this Treaty between the 
two Crowne. And to tie end that it be manifeſt to all, Iris 
conſented, that the ſail Schedules (as to the whole ſubſtance 
thertof) be 'paſſed and transferred to the body of rhe preſent 
Articles, in the name and favour of all and fingwhar the Subjedls 
of the King of Great Britain, refiding and triding in any places 
whatſoever within his Catt:olique Majeſties e. _ | 
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X. That the Ships, or any other Veſſels that ſhall belong te 
the King of Great Britain or his Subjects, Navigating into the 
King of Spain's Dominions , or any of his Ports, ſhall not by 
viſited by the Judges of Counterband, or by any other Officer or 
perſon, by his own, or by any other Authority-; nor ſhall any 7 
Souldiers, armed men or other Officers or Perſons, be put .onr* 
board any of the ſaid Ships or Veſſels ; nor (hall che Office 
the Cuſtom-houſe of the one or the other Party, ſearch in yi 
Veſſels or Ships belongiag.to the People of the one or the the 
which ſhall enter into their Regions, Dominions , or reſped ] ãꝰ²ꝝ 
Ports, until their ſaid Ships or Veſſels are unladen, or until they 
have carried on ſhore all the Lading and Merchandiſe which they; 
declare they reſolve to diſembarque in the ſaid Port; nor ſhall 
the Captain, Maſter or any other of the Company of the ſaid? 
Ships be impriſoned ,. or they or their Boats detained on ſhore zÞ 
but in the interim, Officers of the Cuſtom-houſe may be put on 
board the ſaid Veſlels or Ships, ſo they exceed ud the numba 
of three for each Ship, to ſee that no Goods or Merchandiſe bg 
landed out of the ſaid Ships or Veſſels, without paying ſacl 
Duties as by theſe Articles either Party is oblieged to pay, which 
ſaid Officers are to be without any charge to the Ship or Ships 
Veſſel or Veſſels, their Commanders, Mariners, Company, Mers 
chants, Factors or Proprietors. And when it happens that thy 
Maſter or Owner of any Ship (hall declare that the whole Lad- 
ing of his ſaid Ship is to be diſcharged in any Port, the Eatry off 
the ſaid Lading ſhall be made in the Cuſtom-houſe, after the 
uſual manner; and if after the Entry made, any other Goods bg 
found in the ſaid Ship or Ships, more then what are contained ii 
the ſaid Entry , eight working dayes (halt be allowed them q 
which they may work (which ſhall be reckoned from the da) 
they began to unlade) to the end, that the concealed Goods may 
be entred, and the Confiſcation gf them prevented . And in calf 
that in the time limited, the Entry or Manifeſtation of them (half 
not have been made, then ſuch particular Gpods only, which®

Whereas the one moity of che Cuſtom of all Forraign 
Goods and Merchandiſe imp into England is allowed and 
returned back to the Import if the ſaid Goods be exported 
out of the ſaid Kingdom within twelve moneths, after their firſt 
Landing , upon Oath made that they are the ſame Goods which 
paid Cuſtom inwards, and that if they be not re-ſhipt within the 
ſaid twelve moneths, yet they may at all times be exported with- 
out paying any Cuſtom or Duty outwards : It is therefore 
agreed, That if any the Subjects of the King of Greet Britain 
ſhall hereafter Land any Goods or Merchandiſe, of what growth 
or nature ſoever they be, in any of the Ports of his Catholique 
Majeſty , and having entred them, and paid che Cuſtom which 
by this Treaty ought to be paid, and ſhill afterwards defire to 
tranſport them, or any part of them, to any other Place whnt- 
ſoever, for a better Market, it (hall and may be lawful for him or 
them ſo to do freely, without paying or being demanded any 
other Cuſtom or Duty at all for the ſame, he or they making 
' Oath, if required thereunto, that they are the ſame Goods for 
| which Cuſtom was paid at their Landing; And in caſe that the 
Sub jects, People and Inhabirants of the Dominions of either part 
ſhall unlade, or have in any City, Town or Village reſpeRively, 
any Goods, Merchandiſes, Fruits or Eſtates, and have paid tbe 
, Cuſtoms due, according to what hath been declared, and after 
that, not being able to put them off, ſhall refolve ta remit them 
to ſome other City, Town or Village of the ſaid Dominions, 
they may not only do it without difficulty or impediment, and 
. Without paying other wvglies then what, were due attheir 7 
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bot likewiſe rhe Tuſto m or Rights ſhall not be paid agaiti in auß 
vorher part of the (ſaid / Domitions, bringing Certificates from 
kxbe Offiters of the Cuſtom· houſe, that they were paid before 
in the due form.

to and Laaded at any other Port or Plate of the ſaid Juriſdiction, 
free ftom all Duties or Impediments whatſoever, as afbteſaid, 
ſaving alwayes the tigbt of any third Perſon. 
XK 1-11. That it (hall be fawful for the Ships belonging to 
the Sub je dts of the one or other King, ro anchor in the Roads or 
Bryes of either, without being conſtrained xo erxer iato Port; 
and icr cuſe they be neceſſitated to enter thereinto, either by d- 
ſtreſs of weather, fent of enemies, Pirates, or any other accident, 
in caſe the ſaid Ships be not bound to an enemies Port, and cat» 
ryingthither Countraband Goods (whereof without ſome clear 
proof, they 'Thall not be queſtioned ). ſhall be lawful for the 
faid Subjects to return, to Sea freely when they pleaſe, with 
their Ships and Goods, ſo as they do not break bulk, or expoſe 
any thing to fale ; and that when they caſt anchor, or enter the 
Ports-afotefaid , they be hot moleſted or viſited ; and it (hi 
"fufice that in this cafe they ſhew their Paſs-ports or Sea-pape 
which bring ſen by the reſpective Officers of either King, the 
aid Ships Thall rerutn freely to Sea without any moleſtation... 
XIV. And if aby Ship or Ships belonging to the Subjech 
and Merchants of the one or the other , entritig into Bayes , of 
in the open Sta, ſhall be encountted by the Ships of the aid 
Kings, or of Privateets their Subjects; the ſaid Ships, to pte. 
vent all diſorders, ſhall not come within Canon-ſhor , but 
ſend their Long - boat or Pianace to the Merchant · ſhip, and only 
two ot three men on board, to whom the Maſter or owner {hall 
ſhew bis Pafs- ports and Sea-Letters, according to the fern 
which ſhall be infetced'ar the end of thid Treaty, whereby not 
only the Ships fading. bar the place to which ſhe belongy, abe : 
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well the Maſter and Owners name, as the name oPthe Ship may 
appear; by Which means the quality of the Ship, and. ber Maſter 
or O net will be. ſufficiently. Known, as alſa the Commodities 
ſhe carries, whether they be Countraband or nat; to the which. 
paſs · ports and Sea · Lettets, 1atire faith and credit ſhall be given 
ſo much the rather, for that as well on the part of the King ol 
England, as of the King of Spain, ſome Counter-ſignes 
hall be given Cif it {hall be found neceſſary) whereby their 
authegticalneſs may the better appear, and that they may not 
be in any wiſe falſified. | 

XV. If any prohibited Merchandiſe: or Goods ſhall be ex- 
ported from the Kingdoms, Dominions and Territories of cither 
of the ſaid, Kings, by the reſpective People or Subjects of the 
one or the other, in ſuch caſe the prohibited Goods ſhall be only 
confiſcated, and not the other Goods; neither ſhall-the Delin- 
quent incur any other puniſhment, except the ſaid Delinquent 
ſhall carry out from the teſpective Kiagdoms or Dominions of 
the King of Great Britain, the proper Coin, Wooll, or Fullerf- 
earth of the ſaid Kingdoms, or ſhall carry out of the reſpective 
Kiagdoms or Dominions of the ſaid King of Shin, any Gold: 
or Silver, wrought or unwtought; in either of which caſes, the 
Laws of the reſpective Countries are to take place. 

XVI. Thatit (hall be lawful. for the People and Subjects of 
bath Kings, to have acceſs to the reſpeRive Ports of the one 
and the other , and there. remain, and depart again with the 
ſame freedom, nat only with their Ships, and other. Veſſels for 
Trade and Commerce, but alfo with. their other Ships fittechfor

arriving by ſtreſs of weather to repair: their Ships, or furuiſn 
themſelves with Pcoviſidns ; ſo that entrjog willingly , they be 
nat: fo numerous, that they giveguſt occaſton of ſuſpitinm, to 
which end they are not to exceed, the number of eight, nor 
continue in their Havens, nor about their, Ports, longer time 
then they ſnall have Juſt canſe fog the repair of, their Slyps , to 
take in Proviſions or other neceflary thinga, much. leſs be the on- 
caſion of interrupting the free. Commeree , and coming in of 
other Ships, of Nations ia Amity wich either King z aud wbhan

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any Port, it ſhall not be lawful for them to come into the ſaid '
